B Eing thus prepared. let vs indeuor 
to yeelde due and true Attention 
in our Pr ayersztbat 15, to giue heed to 
what wee pray to whom we pray, for 
what we pray,and with what ⁊cale we 
pray: which are the trucſt tokens, and 
greateſt arguments, that aur prayers 
are lmely, powerfull, effectuall, and of 
faith; which properties can newer be 
in lip-labour: for there cannot be 4 
more apparant diſcouery of a rancke 
Hypoerite , then to male outward 
faewes of Devotion, with the geſture 
and lips,and yet the heart tobe buſied 
in the cogitation of idle, earthly, and 
prophanc things. And yothing more 
diſcouereth an idle heart outwardly, 
then the wandriug ＋ the eye in A 
time of divine prayer: for it is proba. 
ble, and often found by experience, that 
the eye muhdrawet lib heart: andif 
the eye be inconſtant, the prayer hath 
wer vor can haue the dus Attention ol

the heart: yet it doth not follow t hat 
although the eye be fixed on any cer- 
tame obiect, or be ſunt, that therefore 
the heart is rightly ſet on God, for af 
tentimes the eye followes the heart, the 
cogitation of the heart making the eye 
to forget it obiect: as when the heart is 
wandring in the fields of Corne, vie- 
ing the hearas of Cattell and flocks of 
Sheepe, when it is in the Ware-honſe,

feare,beſottedmith pleaſure intangled 
with cares or othermi/e pi ruerted by 
any prophane & ungodly ce gitationt, 
Prayers made with ſuch an extraua- 
gant heart, ve they in mords neuer ſo 
holy, they are imputed wnto vs 4s ſin :

meane time diſbonor him? Many pray

And the more we feele our harts thus 
iv mardi Hnarply touc hed:ſo mach the 
moro comfort it yeeldeth to the ſoule 
of the faithful Petitioner , yea ſuch,

tongue, be he newer ſo eloquent; nei- 
ther can any conceiuc or apprehend the 
fweetneſſe of ie, that ts not exerciſed 
and experienced in the ſame ; for ne» 
ture apprebendeth it not, No man can 
ſay that Ieſus is Chriſt, but by the 
holy Ghoſt : and none can deſire the 
Spirit of God, nt bythe Spirit of 
God.

tries, and humble petittons of the af- 
flicted foule, who finding no eaſe, noz 
feeling anp comfozt, but cont:artwiſe 
troubles g milertes , croſſes, g griefes 
to increaſe daily,thinking himſelfe ts 
terly fozgotten of God, oʒ merely to be 
bated of him: the City atfliced ſoule 
thus bew 2pp2d with feare, e feeling 
of his milerie:, many times fatfuteth, 
and ſo falleth fron faith in God to ſa&k 
ſuccour at the hands of moꝛtall men, 
and finding that to be a cup of colde 
comfo2t, with whom neither pꝛapers 
take place, noz endeuours pzeuatle,be 
then (pꝛeſſed downe, as vnder the bur⸗ 
den of Vtter de ſpaire of any ſuccour) 15 
moued oftenti nes to fra re his affecti⸗ 
ons to contriue vnlawfull meanes, bp 
his naturall and corrupt conceit, that 
hi owne will and wit may ſhape ſome 
courſe to a hau n of moze ſecure reſt :

But them they 
eſtceme mad men and ſchlee, and caſt- 
awayes, and accurſed, that liue in a 
baſe, and low, and pee, and ignomi⸗ 
ntous eſtate, though neuer ſo conten⸗ 
ted: the falifhnefle.of wozldly men ts 
wil. dome, and the true wiſdome of th?

Pet thig 
wozlds wiledome cenſureth , that & 
is holden hardly lawfull foz the po 
to tread the ſteppes of the rich to 
relieue himſelke. Such an Vnequall 
match there is betweene theſe two, 
that foz ſtrength the one ſubdueth the 
other without great encounter; foz 
wiſdome, he ſtopverh his mouth with 
fatre woꝛds, Eccleſ 9.16. Becauſe the 
woꝛld ho:deth bim wileſt thet is weal⸗ 
thieſt, and him beſt th t is bzaugſt. 
The wile dome of the pe is deſpi⸗ 
ſed, and his woꝛds are not heard. Me is 
accounted moſt honourabte , that can 
ſubdue the loweſt with loftieſt lokes : 
great men ofren ſpeake what their 
hearts thinke not; and the pooze pine 
in p nurp, while the rich p2each dil⸗ 
fimulate plenty -: the wozſt in thetr 
lines feere moſt gloztoug in their 
liuings: the wicked tncr2aſe in wo: ld:

belEne without the pꝛomiſe, and to 
the pꝛomiſe is tyed obedience , and th 
thts obedience, exerciſe of god things, 
the endeavours of vertue and godly 


And this cannot be without the 
blefſing , which bztngeth with it the 
timelp ſupply of bodily neceſſaries 
heere , and the true aſſurance of the 
topes to come in heauen, which allo 
begin tuen here, though the teſtimo⸗ 
ny of that liuely ſptrituall Comfozter, 

which giuedh in ward contentatton , in 
outward croſſes and outward reliele 
in inward ſozrow 2 it yeeldeth dllumt- 
nation to the darke vnderſtanding, and 
quickneth the dull defircs to doe gad: 
it heaueth vs from the earth and un⸗Allg 


helping earthlx things lene, to — F 
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un and heauenlp ſociety concealed ; it 
turaeth our carnall deſtres of wozke⸗ 
ng our owne wilo, to the conte:iiplas 
tion of diu ine things, and maketh vg 
o ſtke firft that Kingdome which is 
gboue, as the pzincipall end of our 


o»Fiope and happineſſe, and then to l&ke 


the things of this life, as things of ne⸗ 
teſlity; and not to couet them, to be the 
noꝛe glozious here, but the moze gods 
e; not to be wealthy here, but rightly 
wiſe; not to be ambitious here, but 
humble, and content with a meant 
iſtate ; not to fill our belites with the 
gluttonous , but to fede , as faſting 
from all deſtre of ſuprrfluities. 

Being thug moztilied in our affecti⸗ 
ons, and furniſhed and adozned with 
the moſt ſauoꝛy fruitg of contentation 
in our eſtates, high oz low, rich oz 
poze, famous, oz baſe, we cannot but 
walke pattently in our callings , and 
not to grudge at our miferies, be they 
yeuer ſo great; wee cannot but be re⸗ 
ſolute Chztſttang , and abide the en⸗ 
counter of the woꝛlds furics , be they 
neuer ſo fierce and cruell 2: and theres 
foze let bg be all of god courage, let vg 
fight th: god light and ſtand as men. 
Flie not to idle and euill meanes to 

releue 
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relcłue our diſtreſſes, noz repine at the 
wealthy an> wicked , that have the 
wind of euery mans plauſtble Al haile, 
to dziue them on from one pꝛoud con: 
ceit of thewſclues to another: fo: it it 
be duely weighed, what weight of va 
nities it heapeth on th m ( which ag 
ſtubble in the end hall conſume them 
ſelues with the fire of their gutlty con: 
ſciences) it will cauſe vs to leaue off 
to loue thei: liues, oꝛ long fo the like: 
fo their time is ſhoꝛ: and ſweete (age 
feaſt in a dꝛeame) here ; but in the end 
bitter, and foz euer. 

Ind contrariwiſe, our miſeries a's 
but foz amoment , and our topes per⸗ 
petuall, and the ſmalleſt things (it we 
feare God) are better to Vs than the 
greateſt riches to tke wicked, And 
though wee tall, wir hail not be cal 
off, foz God ſuppozteth vs with ht: 
band. 

But the wicked ſhall be eaſt downe, 
and neuer be able to riſe : though ther 
flatter themſfelucs in their owne eyes, 
while their wickedneſſe is found out, 
wozthy to be Hated and abhozred of all 
godly and bertuous nien. 

Let vs therefoze truſt in the Lo2d, 
and not be idle in well-doing ; and in

our de peſt mi\. ries, let vs wat:c pa- 
tiently fo2 the Loꝛʒd, ind not be weary :

foz vs as childzen, and not what mar 
make vs moze wanton , as his Ene⸗ 
mies, Woz dlings, and Repzobates:

Ind what if the wicked ravle and 
teuile vs, as Shemei id Dauid? It 
map be, an) ſurely the Lo2d will dog 
bs god fo their eutll,if wee can tem⸗ 
per and moztille our choller, and with 

2 patience 
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patience bꝛoke their anders: we ma 
be ſicke and diſeaſed, pea twelue, 9 
thirty peares, with the woman and the 
man in the Goſpell ; but hee can cure 
vs, 02 comfozt vs, that it ſhall be eaſliy 
boꝛne. We may loſe our gods, as lob 
did, and become meerelp Vndone, as we 
thinke, and pet he will reſtoze it, if we

cauſe 
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cauſe why (as there were of ten Le- 
perg, but one returned to glue thankes 
ro Chziſt) ſo few, ſcaicely one of ten 
that receiue bleſſings and comfo2's at 
the Fant; of God, returne thankeg 
truelp ta God foz the ſame, and pet 
there is not one of what eſtate, degree, 
v2 Pzofeſiton he be of, but muſt (if he be 
not an Athe iſt) acknowledge hümſelke 
a debter buto God in this behalte, 
who requtreth but one iy thankfu : neſle 
fo2 al his benefits. Some may ſar, theꝝ

Ind there foʒe (if to a⸗ 
ny) they glue the glozp to th: wzong 
meanes, fozgetting their Creatoz, by 
whom they were made, pꝛeſe rued, and 
by whom they were (indeed) pꝛeſeited 
to place of di n ty 02 p2ofit, by whom 
they were taught and inſtructed in the

vnto burning (as the Pophtt Hoſea 
Cavth)whoſe end is to be burned, Let vs 
therefoze lrarne to be thantefull to 
God foz every benefft re-eiurd of God, 
which if it increaſeih not thankfulnes, 
it iucreaſeth iudgement.

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man accurſed of God, bec auſe he is cha⸗ 
ſte ned of God: and themlelueg, whoſe 
matters pꝛoſper wel in the wonzld, to be 
onely ble ſſed, ag by deſert: # this back⸗ 
deth ſuch contempt of rhe rich toward g 
the pe fearing God, and this viur- 
peth fu h reverence of the pode tos 
wards the tich, both which eſpectallp 
p2occede of an ouer-god opinion that 
th! rich haue ofthemſelues, a cf a baſe 
conc it they haue of ſuch as are of low 
cſtate, though they be the deareſt chil⸗ 
den of God: which in the rich is arro⸗ 
gncy, and in the poze, fearing God, 
humilt'p:yet it often commeth to paſſe, 
that the rich are made pe, the high 
are made low, e the moſt glozious be⸗ 
tome deſpiſed: and again, the poꝛe are 
made rich, the lowly ex1lted, & ſuch a3 
were bekoze deſpiſed, become honozable 
tuen among men, accoꝛding to the ſay⸗ 
ing of the bleſſed Uirgin: The Lord 
ſheweth ſtrength with his arme, hee ſcat- 
tereth the proud in the imaginations of 
their hearts, he puttech downe the mighty 
from their feats, and exalteth the humble 
and meeł, he filleth the hungry with good 
things, and ſendeth the rich empty away. 
Theſe are the w3zks of Gods tuſtice g 
pꝛeuidence: his iaſtice then ſheweth it 

ſelle, 
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ſelte, when her plucketh downe the in⸗ 
grate full arrogant, and his pꝛouidence 
in ppouiding koz, and exalting the 
faithfully thanketull pwꝛe man. 

The firſt cennot pꝛetend iniuſlice oz 
wzong in God, koz taking away from 
dem that which hes falſely ſuggeſted to 
de his in ſuch ſozt, as hee was not be: 
holden to o foz it: neither tan the 
ot her (no will he) aſſume bnto Him- 
ſelte merit to haue d hat beſtowed vp⸗ 
on him dy deſert, which her cannot but 
acknowledge, and thanke fully accept 
to be the fr gift of God :.as God ty

courſe: anſwerable fo; their owne -p2ts 
uate commodities, this is the manner 
of woaztdlings: and all not the chil⸗ 
den of God make vie of other mens 
noſt bleſſed ſucteſſe, of faithfull pzaper 
fo2 de liuery out of their miſerieg ⁊ who 
being in danger, ſering bekoꝛe his eyes 
the manner how another in itke periil 
was dertuered, and will not ferne the 
ſame way to be telteued : It ta the nas 
ſure ot true godlineſſe to publiſh every 
denefit receyued at the hands of God, 
a3 
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as Dauid in manp places by his owne 
example, and wany other holp men 
haue done: and left their examples fo} 
bs to follow, to tht end that ail, were 
it poſſtble, might be pa takers of the 
knowledge of Gods pꝛeuidence & lou? 
towards all that ſeke him with a true 
3 ale, contrary to the courſe of wozldlp 
men, who couct to conceale the meane; 
whereby thep atchieue commodities, 
not willing that any ſhould partake of 
their gain*. The man of God hauling 
that celeſtfall Jewell in what meaſur! 
ſoeuer, willingly and freely maketh all 
ethers that are deflrous , partakers of 
it, that all map grow lik wiſe rich in 
the ſame faith, knowl'Þge, and vertuy 
with him; the godly muſt retoyce in 
him that moſt excelleth in diuine vr; 
tues, not diſdaining any fo2 his poterty 
oꝛ baſenes of his woꝛldly eſtate, but im 
biactig the poverty of the body, @ the 
eſtate of outward wents, in regard of 
the inward riches of the minde : fo; 
as hat that ſcmeth rich in outward 
things, may be indeede a bencberupt; 
ſo hk that t5 poꝛe in carnall things, 
map be rich in heauenly : elſe were the 
miſerable phie man moze wretched 
then ary c:gati re , that walketh 0} 

creep:th 
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creepeth vpon the earth, flyeth in the 
ap2c-02 that floateth in the waters: of 
whoin all haue a contented being; but 
the pV2e oppzeſked man hath no com- 
fozt at all, tf he be not inwardly com⸗ 
fozted of God: tn whom ik he be truly 
comfoztcd , his comfozt 1g beyond all 
that the cu ld can a ffoꝛzd. 

The wozldly farmer, the rich Mer 
thant, the gallant Gentlemen the ho⸗ 
nozable perſon, and the greateſt Mo⸗ 
nat ch without the ſame, hath no true 
tomkozt, but earthly and vaniſhing 
ſhaddo ws of things without tre com⸗ 
foꝛt 02 continu ance: pet is not this ſo 
taken,noz ſo accsunted; fo the glozi- 
dus hauing onelp tercene reuerence, 
ricetue their glozy from the baſeſt: but 
the pw2e deſpiled, hautng confidence 
in God, haue their glozy from aboue: 
uhere unt o no carthly honoz can com⸗ 
pare, This then may wozke in them 
patience to bears the burthen of miſe⸗ 
, here foʒ a while, and foz cuery ſmall 
"benefit 02 bleſſing which God ſhall be⸗ 

ſow vpon them to be truely thankfull, 
and pet not to deiect themſelves , and 
be ſo careleſſe of their eſtates, as to

fu the'r carnall appetites, to wa 
them ſo much the moze beholden !

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(as hit did vpon Cain) a marke vpon 
ſuch vngratefuli difſlemblers, that ti y 
co ne not into miſkoztune in this life, 
luke other men, pet it ſhall be amarke 
ok their re pʒobatton, which they ſhall 
cary with them to their eternall graues. 
Mad not the men of thc old wozld great 
bieſſings at the hands of God ? But 
where was their thankekulneſſe? The 
earth was full of cruelty : a baſe recom:

him from eruell Laban, rich. But did 
lacob attribute Hig ſucceſſe, and in⸗ 
creaſe of bis wealth, to pꝛos e de rom 
bis care and induſtry: oz did he attri⸗ 
hatt tt to his. Art af ipeckied Rods ? 
No, he conte ſſed by who'e meanes hee 
was ſo blefſed; naTelp, by God, to 
whom, as tothe Luthazo all the god 
that befell hin, her gaue the glozy, ſay⸗ 
ing, (at his returae) Ouer this Brooke 
I came with my ſtaffe and ſcrippe onely; 
but loc, Lord, I how returne with mighty 
Droues, Mere was the true and lively 
tnage of the \ icrtfics.of pꝛapſe in god⸗ 
E lacob, and the:verp pictare of ingra⸗ 
titude in unthanketull Laban, g tuing 
thankes neyther to Mod noz Men, (oz 
his pꝛoſperity. | 
Many Labansnow liue, that recepue 
the benefits of p@e mens trauels and 
endeauours , and at the hand of God, 
rt:h bleſſings ; and yet they will not 
admit, eyther the helpe of man, noz the 
pꝛouidence of God, to be themoan's 
of their aduan ement » but their owne 
wit, policie, deſert, -02 humane friend. 
ſhip : and to defend their groſſe and 
impious ing rat itude, ſiicke not — al⸗ 
rm,

themſelues, not finding the lu btilty 
of the Dinell in theſe Irguments, 
who ſtriueth to colour by his Dopht:

The Deruant of an earthly Maſter 
map perfozine in ſome meaſure his 
Maſters: wozke, and map thereby de: 
ſetue his piomiſend hyae: hut he 
thus pzetendethHimfrife to be, 202 is 
indrde the ſeruant of God, by whom 
a lawfall calling ma be aflig: ed him, 
howſoencr he wade in the execution of 
his externall vocation, pet he com- 
meth ſo farre ſhozt ef bi; true dvety 
co mnanded, as he not onely meriteth 
no tarihy oz tempozall benefits , brt 
to be coz1ected with many ſtripes. Is 
who fo loketh into; oz compareth his 
owne perfozmance with the Tomman⸗ 
dexients of God, ſhalt finde 5 
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ſo farre behtnde with God in thanke- 
fulneNNe foz his leaſt benefits, as hee 
ſhall be dztuen to confefle he is Univ oꝛ⸗ 
thy of the Bꝛead and Rayment, (be it 
muer ſo meane ) that hat imopeth: 
which alſo, how meane ſoeuer it be, it 
is the giit of God, anò in no other, no; 
by any other mit anes mad: ours , but 
in Chziſt alone, without whom the 
greateft Riches, the moſt gloztoug E⸗ 
ſtate, and moſt wiſhed earthiy pꝛoſpe⸗ 
rity, beconuneth a curſe vnto them, 
that make them not thetrs by him that 
is bleſſed foꝛ eller. Heethen men are 
thankfull vnto their falſe gods, fo the 
ſuppoſed go turnes thep doe receyue 
of them, and in recompence they done 
onety gtue verball thanks, but will of⸗ 
fer unto them, er en their deareſt Chit 
daen in Sacrillce, to ſhew their thank- 
ſulneſſe. Ind pet ſuch as re eiue cuerp 
day new bleſſings of the true God, vta 
although their pꝛenty and health never 
ſo much tncreaſe and contintt; they 
will not offer unto bim the leaſt part 
of their ſuper fluous ſtoze, in giuing it 
to the we, in whom euren Ehꝛiſt 
htmſelfe maketh Pettttons foz a cup of 
cold water, (as it were) and yet can 
hardly obtaynt it-azthrir bande, thet 
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wilt not Kicke to affirme they are moſt 
thankefull to God. But know that 
God will not be ſerued as Wen art. 
Maſters can no further tudge of their 
Detuants and their ſeruice, then they 
{> : the idlenefſe and loytering of their 
DSeruants they may in pꝛeſence ob: 
ſerue, but the Hidden and concealed 
falhewds they cannot diſcerns 2 and if 
it be diſcouered, it is but by doubefyll 
meanes, as by contecture,oz repozt:h.t 
our great and ali-8nowing Maſter 
hath neuer his exe from our wo: k;nap, 
He ſeth and knowethdur wilo, the ſe. 
cret tdleneſſe-o2 vanity of the heart, 
bowſocuer the hands 02 lips tnayſemt 
to labour to the pꝛayſe of God bellen 
men; h can flade eut our countertat 
holineſſe, and diſſembling thankes. Jt 
is no bote to tell men, We be thankful 
to God, though men cannot repzane 
vs, no2 diſtinguiſh between? our dilli⸗ 
mulation and true thankfulnefſe. Who 
would oꝛ could haue condemned Ana 
nias and Saphira, that voluntarily gane 
the moſt part of their goods to the vit 
of Gods people ? g; pet the holy Ghoſt 
finding their hypocrifte, gaue them the 


reward of death, foz that which the? 
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Man could not haue found out the 
dziberp of Gchezi , noz the hypocrifte 
of Iudas. It is a dangerous thing to 
d:Uly with holy things, much moe 
to diſſemble with hin that is moſt 
holy. 

Jngratitude is a contemptible 
vice, pet nat ſo odious ag is hppocritt- 
call vnthankefuinefſe, foz by the one, 
man findeth apparantiy, who are 
thought vnwozthe of. a ſtcond god 
turne, but by the other, man ts dzawne 
to do: a fauour vnto the vndeſerutng, 
that by diſſemVling inſinuattion, and 
counter fait thankes foz a fozmer , obs 
taines a ſecond kindnefſe , when in 
truth hee is mtrely bnthankefull foz 
both : but. God is not th s over-tas 
ken, yt cannot Tecetue by diffembling 
gifts , no} be deluded by counterfeit 
thankeg. And yet God oftentimes gi⸗ 
ueth new gifts, as health, wealth, 
honoꝛ, office, fauour of friends, a god 
wife, and dutifult'chi1d:en, and many 
ſuch like 'earthlf dleungs, to the moſt 
buthankefull , by which the mindes of 
carnall men are ſo much themo2e be⸗ 
ſlotted, in obſerutng that all things 
lucceede ſo well, they thinke God 13 
well pleaſed with them, — 
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themſelues , that they ſtand much in 
Gods fanour, b cauſe their occasion 
ſucceeds better then other mens, pers 
wading themſelues that to krepe a 
fozmail & mozall courſe of iife among 
men, and to make \uperfi-tall ſhew of 
thankfulneſſc vnto God, and at their 
death to otlot ſo ne matter of fozced be; 
nenolence to the Wozld, as the bull 
ding of an Aimel-houſe , Moſpitall, 
Colledge, 02 ſuch like, is ſo high are: 
tompence to God, foz the toane of his 
benefits, as he teſteth rather infſicha 
bene kactozs debt [oz this god dekde, 
then ſuch a baine-glozious giver in 
debted ts God fo2 his long VſIng and 
abuſing of his bleſſings. 

By which, J condemne not ſuch 
wozkes, tending ts charttable bſes, as 
are done in due time, and by men,firf, 
le king to be themſelue s in the true fa; 
vour of God, befoze they ſo ſer he the 
glo2zy and commendatton of the wozld: 
foz I ze ſunte to ſup, that the beſtow: 
ing of mens gods, while they are their 
owne,bp their owne hands,in ſecret, to 
the ni dy memberg of Chiſt, ts moze 
acceptable ts God, then the fozmer 
(though commendable ) intendments 


unn deaths: while we liue, wa 
know 
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know what is foz the time in our dif- 
poſition , but after death wach cannot 
take knowledge what courſe will be 
taYen with that we intend to beſt >>i-, 
ung: nepther doth the gtuing after 
death , teſtille a mans afſurince of

Dauid beholding this, began a little 
to ſtagger, and wag ready to glue ouer - 
tis godly beginning, and to end with 
the wicked: and ag long as be twkeno 
better regard, but onely as naturall 
wildome led him, he commended their 
eſtates, be-auſe they were rich, and 
wanted nothing, they were healthfull 
and laftp, and their gods did increafe, 
be Woztdiings hold true happi⸗ 
ne 


But when Dauid confdered their 
greatneſſe, as it was diſtouered vnto 
dim dy the light of true knowledge, he 
then altered bis concelt of cheſs Pen, 
aud renounced thelc wayes, and dated 
their wozkes, and auopded their com- 
pavy, and berwke himſelfe to p2ayer, 
as the thing whereby hx ſhould pꝛe⸗ 
uaple better, then with all the wealth 

the wo21d could elde him. 
And ſurely, the pꝛeſent time affoz⸗ 
deth Vnts bs that now liug, ns leſſe 
| P 4 ta. ſe 
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cauſe af vigtlant regard, that we be not 
carryed awap with the Mozid, whoſe 
glozy { ; tmb2aced, whoſe power is pꝛa⸗ 
&tſed, whoſe policy 1s pꝛeferred, and 
whole happineſſe ia had tn greateſt e⸗ 
ſtckme: inlomuch as wo ſo is pœꝛc, o: 
delpleſſe, oz d iſtreſſed, oʒ en) ngerꝛd in 
the Wezld, by wozl lin g3 is ecnfred 
a caſt-awap, a repzobate, a man fozſa⸗ 
ken of God. 

It ig not vertie, noz godly life, no! 
fnward zeale, noz any god qualttp of 
the fptrir, that hath any kauour in the 
(221d: but the rich, and gloʒi:uꝰ, and 
men of cauntenance, and of power, and 
of office, and of gay at?y2e, they be ac- 
counted Gods fauourites. As foz ſuch 
as are ragged, they are not regarded;

baſe indck de. So that Gods childzen 
haue the leaſt (hare of the wezlds libe⸗ 
rality; end the im pudent end ſhame⸗ 
leſſe, and wicked, and wozſt men, are 
they that poſſeſſe and bſurpe the earth, 
and earth'y glcay. 

But, alas, ſhozt and flippery is thts

3arding gods, and lands, and libertp, 
and life, and ſome pawne ſoule and all, 
to haue this ſttange mee ne to make 
himſeife a great man, and a rich man, 
and a wiſe man, and acunning man, 
and a man to be admired at foz his rare 
ſill, and great wealth, and hidden 
wiſedome : and while he fought this 
ſtone of wiſedome , he became a ſwle, 
and a begger, mda laughing locke to 
them that become the wiler, to (ix his 
ambition and folly.

True it ic, ihe y we re bleſſed of God 
in their Riches , becauſe they knew 
God, and belefued his p.omiſcs:Thep 
held uct their wealth, but as meanes 
to relieve themſelues and others: but 
thou holdeſt thy wealth to get vaine- 
Glozy by them. They were bountifull 
and liberail where neede required, and 
had not rhe deſire of Money, as thou 
that haſt ncuer enovgh, 6 wilt depart 
from none: that by rapine, and wzang, 
and cppzcſſton, and bziberp, and ſinne, 
inricheſt thy ſelte. They vled their 
wealth, as though they Vfed it not, in 
reſpect ot themlelut s, but to doe god 
to Gods Childzen by it. 

Who can but imagine, that if the 
Pyhy!oſophers-ſtone werf to be coutrt- 
ued oz co pounde d of ſhe powder of 
podze mens hearts, and ofthe bloud of 
their owne ſouſes, would not there be 
ſome of thele ſtones ecmpoled by mir⸗ 
ctieſſe men, tbat hate to be refezmer, 
and ſay by all their crueitics, daily 
hactiſed, that epther there is not a 
God to recemmpence their wickedneſſe, 
oz elſe that God {th not, noꝛ conſi⸗ 
de reth 
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dereth their oppꝛeſſtion and wzong 2 

Theſe men pet pꝛoſper in the world, 
and ſay that theſe things are thetrg: 
thele things are Gods bleſſings: theſe 
things are to be diſpoſed aſter their 
own hearts luſts, in V.intty and pꝛide, 
in wantonnefle and nne: but to re- 
lekue toe neceſſity of the poet} ep haue 
no will: the wo2ds of wozidlings war- 
rant them,thar they mzp doe with their 
owne what thep liſt. 

But the Moꝛd of God cryeth, woe 
to the rich, many moze to the bard- 
hearted and faſt-handed rich Man:be- 
cauſe there is no loue i; him, oʒ mcrcy, 
oꝛ compaſſion in him, the pode is odi⸗ 
ous vnto bim, and the nit oꝛ diſtreſ⸗ 
ſed mans cry he tannot hear.
